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LESSON TO BE LEARNED 

A surprising number of Canadian dailies from coast 
■‘“'to coast have devoted editorials of considerable 
length to -the political career of the late Premier Aber- 
hart. As is the way of the world, these summaries are 
much kinder to him after death than any similar com¬ 
ments were during, his life time. Although the great 
majority continues to view his Social Credit theories 
with the skepticism and disbelief of the past, they Con¬ 
cede to him in most instances decided talents and a 
great gift of leadership. A number also speak with 
sympathy of the “sincerity of his political faith,” and 
in surveying Alberta from the standpoint of outsiders 
they regard his policy of repudiation as more harmful 
to the province than any Social Credit theories. 

It is recognized by all that Premier Aberhart was a 
development of the depression period, when the existing 
system had failed pitifully in any constructive pro¬ 


gram for the security of mankind. The Ottawa Journal, 
like many other papers, finds a lesson in this. It says: 
“It is hardly for the generation which produced William 
Aberhart to cast stones at him. It was a generation of 
failure; a generation which, seeing its own system col¬ 
lapse and without ability to repair it, had little right to 
ueride those who came forward with panaceas, no mat¬ 
ter how strange. That is the lesson of William Aber¬ 
hart; the lesson that if we lack wit and will to make 
our own doctrines function, other men with other creeds 
will step into our place. It will be something for all of 
us to ponder when this war is over.” , 

‘"‘Perhaps this is the wisest view taken. With the pas- 
eingof the indefatigable leader of Social Crelit in Al¬ 
berta, it seems quite possible that no successor can be 
found who will equal him in maintaining militant loyal¬ 
ty amongst followers. It is easily possible that the 
present government may gradually lose touch with the 
Social Credit theories and promises which first carried 
it into power. 

But what‘a in a name. If conditions again rise com-„ 
parable with the experiences of the thirties in Alberta 
and elsewhere, there will be other leaders with other 
theories, perhaps similar to Social Credit, perhaps dif¬ 
ferent, but offering some escape from tension, poverty 
and dead ends. The war period has not restored confi¬ 
dence in the old policies of laissez faire. It has merely 
held in abeyance a number of theorists with their own 
gift of leadership. Underneath the conformity and 
earnest effort of people engaged in war, there is mental 
unrest and skepticism. The real testing time for ortho¬ 
dox governments will come after the war. There will be 
little patience' with delay and commissions and any dis¬ 
position to let things work themselves out. And those 
in power who cannot make their own doctrines function 
toward common well-being can have little just criticism 
if the people whom they are elected to serve turn from 
them to follow after strange gods.

It has been truly said that nursing is war work with a 
future. In the long run the trained nurse will have a 
security of occupation which her sister in the armed 
forces or in war industry is unlikely to have. The pro¬ 
fession in which she is trained is of first importance in 
time of peace as well as in war. It is a permanency. Her 
services are in peiennial demand. 

At no time as overcrowded as many other occupations 
any emergency demand reveals the tremendous need 
of moie nurses than are available. And the field is ever 
expanding. Not only are there likely to be more mili¬ 
tary hospitals, but industrial plants are requiring 
nursing personnel in increasing numbers to safeguard 
the health of workers. Public health services are expand¬ 
ing alT over the country. The shortage of doctors places 
fuither responsibility on nurses on the home front. All 
these are developing fields outside of actual service in 
war areas. 

Not every girl is adapted for nursing. Not everyone 
has the tenacity of spirit to commit herself to three 
years of arduous work with small remuneration. But 
those who carry a vision of the unlimited usefulness 
which the profession offers, and feel that they are equal 
to the demands, might well consider enrolment as nurse 
in training. Canada needs nurses. 


COAL EMERGENCY 


/"VDAL shortage hovered over Canada last winter mak¬ 
ing the users of this type of fuel acutely aware of 
. what may lie ahead in the future. If coal is available 
during the summer months, it would seem to be one of 
the household “musts” to ensure that a supply is laid 
by. Some of the individual^lifficulties last winter were 
due to the fact that coal was not purchased in summer 
months, when it was moving to dealers. Purchases 


manpower. There are not enough men to do the work 
to which the country is committed. Recent steps have 
been taken in drafting men from non-essential industry 
and placing them where they might be more useful. But 
it is doubtful if such labor can be trained to immediate 
usefulness in the industries which are at last recognized 
as supremely important. It might be fbund that many 
employed in so-called non-essential labor, are in that 


were left till the cold weather clamped down, and the, employment because they have been physically unfit for 


rush of orders far exceeded the available supply. It was 
a cold winter, and there is no assurance that next win¬ 
ter may not be a repetition. 

A national emergency has been declared in respect to 
coal production. Supplies must be increased if the na¬ 
tional health is to be preserved and war effort main¬ 
tained. Several thousand miners have been diverted 
from other occupation, and every employee, regardless 
of present employment, who has had previous exper¬ 
ience in coal mining, must report that fact to his em¬ 
ployer. Similarly every employer who is not a coal 
mine operator, must report to the Selective Service 
board the fact that he has employees who are ex-coal 
mine workers. No employer may hire any ex-coal mine 
worker except for work .in that capacity. Training 
classes are available to train coal mine workers. 

The foregoing gives a hint qf the measures now be¬ 
ing taken to meet the demand for coal fuel in the com¬ 
ing winter. Whefher these measures are adequate or 
whether they have come too .late will only be learned 
when the cry for coal reaches its height next winter. 

It haa developed^-that Canada's major problem is 


military service, and are equally unfit for such heavy 
labor as agriculture or mining. They would also re¬ 
quire a long period of training in order to be anything 
but a liability on farm or in mine. In the meantime 
the need for production in such essential lines grows 
more pressing. 

For a country of limited population to do what Can* 
ada is trying to do is a gigantic and complicated prob¬ 
lem. Re-enforcements must be provided for existing 
armed services. These men must be supplied with ade¬ 
quate materials of war. They must be fed and 
clothed. The civilian population on whom they depend; 
the workers of all ages, and the children, must be fed, 
clothed, and housed. Their health must be preserved by 
proper food and medical attention. It is a huge pattern 
and is not eased by the fact that values keep shifting, so 
that an essential line of today may be less essential 
tomorrow. But agriculture and coal mining are two in¬ 
dustries whose importance remains constant. From the 
outbreak of the war these should have been safeguard¬ 
ed as kingpins of national well-being either for' peace 
or for war.

Of Surplus Wheat 

Two carload* of members frpm 
High River U.F.W.A. attended the 
U.F.W.A. conference of Macleod con¬ 
stituency which was held at Nantoa 
on Thursday last. Representatives 
were present from Okotoks, Cayley, 
Claresholm and other points. Speak¬ 
ers of the afternoon were Mrs. Wag- 
ler, vice-president of the provincial 
L.F.W.A. and H. <M. Ward of Arrow- 
wood, U.F.A. • director for Macleod 
constituency. The former spoke of 
policies and achievements of the' U.F.

Fruit Canning 
Without Sugar 

Some Fruits May Be Safely Canned 

Without Sugar, Say Authorities, 
Though Flavor and Color Not 
So Well Retained 

According to Miss Vera Richards of 
the Extension Service, Dept. >[ Ag¬ 
riculture, fruits may be canned safely 
without sugar. Housewives may 
judge for themselves the value to 
them of this type of canning. Miss 
Richards says shape, color and flavor 
are retained better with sugar, but it 
is safe to can without. Fruits for 
pie-making or use in diabetic diets 
are frequently canned in this way. 

Juicy fruits such as berries, cherries 
currants and plums should be canned 
in their own juices when sugar is 
omitted. Water is not required. The 
juice should be extracted from the 
riper fruits by crushing, and this fol¬ 
lowed by heating and straining. The 
remaining fruit is j acked closely into 
jars without preheating, and boiling 
hot juices added to cover. Then seal 
and process. 

The less juicy fruits such as apples, 
peaches and pears require the addi¬ 
tion of water. Only the smallest quan¬ 
tities of water necessary should be 
used. The general directions for'cai^ 
ning should be followed substituting 
water for syrup. Five minutes should 
be added to the usual processing time 
Before serving the fruits the liquid 
may he concentrated by boiljng. 

Canned Rhubarb (Without cook¬ 
ing)—Sterilize the jars and tops and 
scald new rubbers. Take freshly 
gathered rhubarb and cut up as for 
pies. Partly fill one jar, then, using 
a thick, smooth stick, press down the 
rhubaSb until the juice begins to flow 
as some of the pieces are broken. Con¬ 
tinue this pack and pressing until the 
jar is quite full and the juice over¬ 
flowing; adjust the rubbers and seal 
at once. Do not attempt to work 
more than one jarful at a time. This 
rhubarb is delicious for use in winter 
pies. It retains all the flavour of the 
fr sh fruit. One-half gallon jarful of 
the rhubarb is sufficient for three large 
pies. Store in a cool, dark place. 

Note—Pour hot water over rhubarb 
let stand 5 minutest drain off, then 
can or cook in usual way. . If this is 
done less sugar is rcqtfirfed. «
